WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court agreed today to 
a lim ited review of Jam es R. 
Hoffa's conviction in 1964 on 
jury-tam pering charges. 
In a brief o rd er, the court 
said it would hear the team­ 
ste rs Union president's appeal 
on one question alone. That is: 
“ Whether evidence obtained 
by the government by means of 
deceptively placing a secret in- 
P r p f i i r l p n t P » « « i i c e c form er in the quarters and 
1 
councils of a defendant during 
one crim inal trial so violates 
the defendant's fourth, fifth and 
Sixth Amendment rights that 
suppression of such evidence is 
required in a subsequent trial 
of the same defendant on a dif­ 
ferent charge." 
Hoffa asked reversal by the 
court of his conviction. He was 
sentenced to eight years in pris­ 
on and fined $10,000. 
Three 
co-defendants, 
each 
sentenced to three years in 
prison, filed separate appeals. 
Their petitions to be heard also 
w ere granted, lim ited to one 
question. The three are Thomas 
Ewing Parks, L arry Campbell 
and Ewing King. 
Hoffa and the three others 
w ere tried in federal court in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., on charges 
of tam pering with the jury in 
Hoffa's 1962 conspiracy trial in 
N ashville. The Nashville trial 
ended in a m istrial when jurors 
could not agree. 


The Supreme 
Court 
also 
granted a hearing today to Z .T . 
Osborn J r., attorney of Nash­ 
ville, 
Tenn., convicted 
on a 
jury-tam pering charge in con­ 
nection with the 1964 trial of 
Hoffa. 
Osborn was accused of auth­ 
orizing the offer of a $10,000 
bribe to a prospective juror at 
Hoffa's trial, also on jury-tamp­ 
ering charges. 


Achievements of 
U.S. in Space 


WASHINGTON (AP) - P res- 
ident Johnson said today that 
American space achievem ents 
last year were a brilliant pref­ 
ace to the coming years of sta­ 
tions in space and voyages to 
the planets. 
In a special m essage to Con­ 
g ress, Johnson said 1965 with 
its walk in space and the ren­ 
dezvous of two manned U.S. 
spacecraft was the most suc­ 
cessful year in the nation's aer- 
onautics-space history. 
“ The space program of the 
United States today is the larg­ 
est effort ever undertaken by 
any nation to advance the fron­ 
tie rs of human knowledge,” the 
President said. “ What we are 
discovering and building today 
will help solve many of the 
great problem s which an in­ 
creasingly complex and heavily 
populated world will face to­ 
m orrow.”

V oters in Butler, Wayne, C ar­ 
te r and Ripley counties must

At the same election, six tru s ­ 
tees for the college also will 
be chosen. 
These trustees will adm inister

UN Move 


WASHINGTON 
AP — Sen. 
Wayne M orse has urged the 
United States to bring the Viet 
Nam struggle before the United 
Nations Security 
Council, a 
move strongly opposed by Sen. 
John C. Stennis. 
“ We haven’t any unilateral 
right to determ ine what a Viet 
Nam settlem ent should be,” the 
Oregon Democrat said Sunday, 
12 hours before it was an­ 
nounced that American planes 
had begun bombing North Viet 
Nam targets again, ending a 37- 
dav lull. 
“ I want a United Nations re so ­ 
lution calling for arbitration,” 
said M orse, a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
m ittee and outspoken critic of 
the adm inistration’s Viet Nam 
policies. “ I want a United Na­ 
tions takeover for peacemaking 
purposes.” 


Stennis, a M ississippi Demo­ 
c ra t who heads the Senate P re ­ 
paredness subcommiteee, said 
that to refer peacemaking to 
the U.N. Security Council m em ­ 
b ers “ would be giving them a 
problem they could not solve. 


“ We’d better go on and do it 
under our command,” argued 
Stennis. “ I don't want to turn it 
over to anyone.”

stem m ed 
from a suggestion 
Pope Paul VI made Saturday. 


344,000 
Votes Cast 


JEFFERSON CITY, (AP) - - 
Secy, of State Jam es C. Kirk­ 
patrick reported today the of­ 
ficial canvass of 
M issouri's 
special election Jan. 14 showed 
m ore than 344,000 voters turned 
out. 
All three of the constitutional 
am endments submitted carried 
by com fortable m argins. The of­ 
ficial count made only minor 
changes in the unofficial tally 
by the Associated P ress elec­ 
tion night. 
The most controversial, on le­ 
gislative redistncting, won by a 
vote of 178,924 to 165,395. It 
carried the metropolitan St. 
Louis and Kansas City areas 
handily 
and also squeaked 
through in 29 outstate counties. 
A proposal to let local gov­ 
ernm ents set up pension plans 
for their employes if the voters 
approved got the biggest total 
vote — 334,577. It carried 217,- 
116 to 127,461. 
The No. 2 proposal on the bal­ 
lot, raising the basic school tax 
to $1.25 throughout the state, 
won 195,789 to 148,519. 
Outstate counties which voted 
for the legislative redistrict- 
ing proposal included: 
Butler, 
M ississippi, 
New 
M adrid, Pem iscot, Scott 
and 
Stoddard. 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) — Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk dis­ 
closed today the United States 
offered to extend the bombing 
pause over North Viet Nam if 
the Communist leaders there 
would make a peace gesture in 
response to the UJ». peace of­ 
fensive. 
He told a news conference, 
however, that Hanoi's response 
had been “ negative, harsh and 
unyielding.” 
“ Hanoi was informed at an 
early stage of the suspension of 
bombing,” Rusk told a news 
conference. “ They were told 
that no decision had been made 
on the resumption of bombing. 
“ They were told that if Ha­ 
noi would reciprocate it would 
have a favorable effect on ex­ 
tending the suspension of the 
bombing. There was no ultim a­ 
tum ,” Rusk said. 
Rusk also said the United 
States made clear to Hanoi's 
leaders that it was prepared for 
a formal diplomatic conference, 
for informal discussions or for 
diplomatic 
contacts 
which 
would be kept secret. 
Hanoi's response, he said, 
had been to denounce the whole 
effort as a fraud. 


Russian 
Moon Shot 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union has launched Luna 9 to­ 
ward the moon, Tass reported 
today. It apparently was anoth­ 
e r attem pt to make a soft land­ 
ing on the moon with an instru­ 
ment package. 


The space probes numbered 
through Luna 8 were attem pts 
at soft landings. All failed. 


Getting instrum ents down in 
working order so they can re ­ 
port back from the moon's sur­ 
face is an essential task before 
men can try to land there. The 
United States plans to try its 
first unmanned soft landing on 
the moon later this year. 
Spanish People Fearful 


After Crash of Planes 


CUEVAS DE ALMANZORA, 
Spain (AP) — The shattering 
collision of two UJ>. warplanes 
m iles above the Spanish coast 
has plunged the sim ple people 
of this Andalusian region into 
the nuclear age — and left them 
astonished, perplexed, and fear­ 
ful. 
The crash Jan. 17 of a B52 
bomber carrying nuclear bombs 
and the jet tanker refueling it — 
likely to become one of the most 
expensive accidents in UJS. Air 
Force history — exploded with 
international 
repercussions. 
But it was the quiet little people 
of the M editerranean coast, the 
truck farm ers and the fisher- 
folk, who were affected most 
intim ately.

Although the search sector 
near this area of 13,000 persons 
is heavily guarded, it is conceiv­ 
able that someone might stum­ 
ble on secret m aterial and hand 
it over to a Red agent — wit­ 
tingly or unwittingly.

“ does not mean the end of our 
pursuit of peace,” Johnson told 
the nation and the world in a 
special broadcast. 
The President announced that 
he had directed Ambassador 
A rthur Goldberg to seek an im ­ 
mediate meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council in order to 
make a full report on the Viet­ 
nam ese situation and to present 
a resolution for new action to­ 
ward peace. 
The resolution, the President 
said, “ can open the way to the 
conference table.” 
“ This report and this resolu­ 
tion,” Hohnson declared, “ will 
be responsive to the spirit of the 
renewed appeal of Pope Paul; 
that appeal has our full sym ­ 
pathy.” 
Johnson said he had ordered 
renewal of the bombing to save 
the lives of Am erican, South 
Vietnamese and allied soldiers 
fighting 
Communist guerrilla 
forces in South Viet Nam. Those 
forces a re supplied and rein­ 
forced by infiltration from the 
north. 
He said he had carefully con­ 
sidered the counsel of his ad­ 
v isers. 
“ These advisers,” the P re si­ 
dent said, “ tell me that if con­ 
tinued immunity is given to all 
that supports North Vietnamese 
aggression, the cost in lives — 
Vietnamese, American and al­ 
lied—will only be greatly in­ 
creased. 
“ In the light of the words and 
actions of the government in 
Hanoi, it is our clear duty to do 
what we can to lim it these 
costs.” 
The President asserted that 
bombing of North Viet Nam 
was renewed after it was de­ 
term ined that there was no 
readiness for peace on the part 
of Hanoi. 
Nor has there been any sup­ 
port or understanding from Pe­ 
king for UJS. efforts to open the 
road to peace, 
Johnson 
as­ 
serted. 
He said the United States 
does not regret its 37-day pause 
in the bombing of North Viet 
Nam—a pause that ended to­ 
day. And, he declared: 
Johnson spoke on live radio 
and television from a theater in 
the White House le ss than 10 
hours after the first word cam e 
through that the United States 
has begun bombing North Viet­ 
nam ese targets. 
He said he had asked S ecre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk to give 
this country and the world a 
com prehensive account of dip­ 
lom atic efforts made over the 
last five weeks “ in our contin­ 
uing policy of peace and free­ 
dom for South Viet Nam.”

Record Breaking Cold 
Moves into East Coast 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Lashed by a storm piling up 
deep snow whipped by violent 
winds, the East Coast shud­ 
dered today in the icy grip of a 
record-breaking cold wave ex­ 
tending from Florida to Maine. 
The blizzard, and extrem e 
cold in other areas, contributed 
to at least 75 deaths from high­ 
way accidents, fires and heart 
attacks in 16 states. 
The severe storm swept up 
the coast over the weekend, 
leaving cold behind and virtual­ 
ly paralyzing travel in major 
cities of the populous N ortheast, 
including the nation's capital. 
Two states struck the hardest, 
Delaware 
and Virginia, 
de­ 
clared a state of em ergency. 
Two feet of snow fell in some 
parts of Virginia and National 
Guard units were ordered to 
help clear clogged highways in 
Delaware. 


In northern and central F lori­ 
da, the gigantic citrus crop was 
threatened by freezing tem per­ 
atures. 
Thousands of trav elers were 
inconvenienced 
as airp o rts in 
Washington, New York, Balti­ 
m ore, Boston, Philadelphia and 
Montreal were “ socked in” by 
conditions that made take-offs 
and landings alm ost im possible 
on ice-caked runways. 
Washington struggled under 
16 inches of snow — the worst 
accumulation in the city in 44 
years. 


Federal government and city 
employes in the capital 
were 
told to stay away from work in 
the morning except for em er­ 
gencies. Congress was sched­ 
uled to m eet. 
State legislative 
sessions 
were canceled in Albany, N .Y ., 
and Annapolis, Md.

Record Breaking Cold 
Moves into East Coast

Lashed by a storm piling up 
deep snow whipped by violent 
winds, the East Coast shud­ 
dered today in the icy grip of a 
recordbreaking cold wave ex­ 
tending from Florida to Maine. 
Hie blizzard, and extreme 
cold In other areas, contributed 
to at least 75 deaths from high­ 
way accidents, fires and heart 
attacks in 16 states. 
Hie severe storm swept up 
the coast over the weekend, 
leaving cold behind and virtual­ 
ly paralyzing travel in major 
cities of the populous Northeast, 
Including the nation's capital. 
Two states struck the hardest, 
Delaware 
and Virginia, 
de­ 
clared a state of emergency. 
Two feet of snow fell in some 
parts of Virginia and National 
Guard units were ordered to 
help clear clogged highways in 
Delaware. 


In northern and central Flori­ 
da, the gigantic citrus crop was 
threatened by freezing temper­ 
atures. 
Thousands of travelers were 
inconvenienced as airports in 
Washington, New York, Balti­ 
more, Boston, Philadelphia and 
Montreal were "socked In" by 
conditions that made take-offs 
and landings almost impossible 
on ice-caked runways. 
Washington struggled under 
16 inches of snow — the worst 
accumulation in the city In 44 
years.

approaching the peak strength 
of Americans who fought in Die 
Korean War and may top that 
total by the end of this year. 
Ashore In Viet Nam, accord­ 
ing to the most recently an­ 
nounced official figures, are 
about 197,300 AKRE Marine 
Corps, Navy, Air Force and 
Coast Guard men. 
But when other forces as­ 
signed to fight or support the 
Viet Nam war from other neigh­ 
boring locations are added, the 
over-all total runs up to about 
313.000. 
At pean strength, In mld-1953 
as hostilities tapered to anend, 
the United States had about 478^* 
OOO men deployed In Korea or 
conducting action from bases 
and waters in adjacent areas. 
Sen. John C.Stennls, D-Miss., 
chairman of the Senate De­ 
fense 
Preparedness subcom­ 
mittee, predicted in a Jackson, 
Miss., speech Thursday that by 
the end of this year UJS. man­ 
power in Die Viet Nam war 
very well may tie 350,000 to 
400.000. He said that he would 
not be surprised if ultimately 
600,000 men were required. 
Although President Johnson 
did not make specific predic­ 
tions of manpower Increases in 
his State of the Union and bud­ 


get messages to Congress, he 
Indicated that the American 
effort in Viet Nam may mount. 
He has said the United States 
will provide "whatever forces 
and equipment are needed."

The tragic biography that fol­ 
lows was contained in an article 
in the Saturday Review by Hal- 
low ell B owser. 
W illiam Jam es (W illie) Sidis 
was born in Boston in 1898, 
the son of a self-educated Rus­ 
sian immigrant who by sheer 
brilliance had become an in­ 
structor in the psychology de­ 
partment at Harvard. The elder 
Sidis had unique ideas about the 
mental potentials of young chil­ 
dren. He thought the little ones 
were retarded by burbling baby 
talk. 
The fa th e r was determined that 
this should not happen to his 
W illie. So he gave the child his 
head, encouraging him to think 
and act like an adult. 


Quoting Bowser; ‘For better or 
w orse, 
th e 
results 
w e r e 
phenomenal. At the age of six 
months, W illie knew his ABCs 
cold. At two, he could speak 
w ell, and read books written 
for adults. Before reaching the 
age of three, he had worked out 
•a formula for determ ining w hich- 
day of the week any given his­ 
torical date fell on. At four he 
was 
typing letters to adult 
friends in excellent 
English 
and French. 
‘When W illie was eight he was 
graduated from Brookline high 
school, 
where 
he 
had spent 
much of his time helping teach­ 
e r s to grade math exam s. He 
had already passed MIT’s en­ 
trance exam s, but when he ap­ 
plied to Harvard, the entrance 
com m ittee suggested he take a 
few years off to let his per­ 
sonality catch up with his in­ 
tellect. 
‘He entered Harvard in 1909, 
at eleven. Soon he was getting 
straight A’s and lecturing to the 
Harvard Mathematical Society. 
‘But throughout his later years 
at Harvard Law School, Sidis 
was tormented by his growing 
realization that the world out­ 
side 
the academic 
enclosure 
saw him as a faintly ludicrous, 
even grotesque, figure. 
‘Rightly or wrongly, he con­ 
cluded that if he was to sur­ 
vive as a human being on good 
term s with his fellow s, he must 
become 
an “ average” 
man. 
Having made this dramatic and 


tragic decision, he threw in- 
tellectualism over com pletely 
on the day he graduated from law 
school. He then set out across 
country on a bizarre, pathetic 
odyssey.’ 
For the rest of his life, the 
young man was what would to­ 
day be called a beatnik. He died 
in 1946 in a rented room near 
Boston. 
In concluding 
the sad story, 
Bow ser reflects that we are to­ 
day more tolerant of genius. 
He doubts that in our time a new 
W illie Sidis would be hooted 
out of town or off the campus.

WASHINGTON - Arrival of_ 
Sen. 
Tom Dodd, D-Conn., in 
Germany the morning of April 
7, 1964, at tim es resem bled a 
sequence 
from a Marx broth­ 
ers comedy. 
The American em bassy as­ 
sumed he had come to investi­ 
gate the Communist conspiracy, 
sin ce his fare was paid by the 
Senate Internal Security sub­ 
com m ittee. The em bassy had 
no 
way of 
knowing 
that in 
Dodd's brief case he carried 
secret instructions 
from Gen. 
Julius Klein, registered Ger­ 
man agent, who had arranged 
Dodd's real m ission in 
West 
Germany. 
Dodd's 
secret assignem ent: 
To assure Klein's paying clients 
that the senate investigation of 
his foreign agent operations had 
been misunderstood and 
that 
Klein was really respected by 
the U. S . Senate. Dodd as a 
member of the Senate Foreign 
R elations com m ittee, which had 
investigated Klein, was in 
a 
position to be convincing. 
Anxious to be helpful 
to a 
member of the Senate Foreign 
R elations com m ittee, the em­ 
bassy sent its 
Frankfurt Con­ 
su l, the late Henry Ford (no 
relation to the auto maker), to 
meet Dodd's plane and lay out 
the red carpet. 
Ford was shouldered aside at 
the airport, however, by two of 
K lein's staffers, HulmutKimpel 
and M rs. Ilsa Reich, who not 
only took over the welcome 
cerem ony but hustled him 
on 
board a Lufthansa plane 
for 
the flight to Cologne. The two 
Klein aides went along as es­ 
co rts, interpreters and bag­ 
gage toters. 
At the Cologne airport, Dodd 
was caught in a zany tug-of-war 
between two welcoming parties 
—one headed by Am erican Em­ 
bassy Secretary Grant Mouser, 
the other headed by Gen. Julius 
Klein him self. They jostled for 
position around the 
senator. 
INSIDE DODD'S BRIEF CASE 
To the astonishment of the 
em bassy people and German 
functionaries, Klein physically 
pulled the senator 
away from 
the official party and steered 
him into a private automobile 
for the drive to Bonn. 
Dodd really had no need for 


.further instructions from K lein._ 
His 
brief case was already 
stuffed with secret letters and 
m em os from the general, tell­ 
ing 
the senator exactly whom 
he 
was supposed to see and 
what he was supposed to say. 
One Klein memo to Dodd di­ 
rected: “ Please ask for 
the 
following 
appointments 
when 
you are in Germany—1. Chan­ 
cellor Ludwig Erhard. 2. Dr. 
Konrad Adenauer. 3. Dr. Hans 
Globke. 4. Dr. Heinrich Von 
Brentano, 
form er 
Foreign 
M inister. 
5. State Secretary 
Karl 
Carstens, a Yale grad­ 
uate. You met him in Washing­ 
ton. 
6. 
M inister 
Gerhard 
Schroeder. 
“ You should see Dr. Globke 
fir st. He will brief you so that 
you will understand the “ new" 
German picture. . .Dr. Globke 
said he would be very happy to , 
accompany you on any of your 
v isits, if you so d esire. He will 
arrange for an interpreter for 
you, but you may not need one as 
most 
of the gentlemen speak 
English. 
“ I suggest, Tom, you see each 
person alone, without anybody 
from 
the em bassy or the for­ 
eign o ffic e .. .the em bassy would 
prefer this anyhow. This way 
you don't have to have a mem­ 
ber of the German Foreign Of­ 
fice present, which would not 
be practical in view of 
the 
differences of opinion at the 
moment between the Chancel­ 
lery and the Foreign Office on 
certain foreign p o licies." 
Before his departure, Dodd 
also received a detailed letter

any tougher 
than the 
broad-shouldered, 
200-pound, 
cigar-chew ing, cane-carrying, 
George Meany, A m erica’s Mr. 
Labor. And despite his grow l­ 
ing, and chewing-out of new s­ 
men and socializing with heads 
of 
state, 
few 
men of power 
are more inwardly shy. 
Few have been more abused by 
m ore evil forces. Few have 
fought back as powerfully as 
he 
has. 
The underworld and 
the undercover world know this 
w ell. 
It 
has all been part of the 
A m erican scene - - growling and 
a ll. And now as the nation's 
labor leaders head for their 
m id-w inter high command s e s ­ 
sion 
in Bal Harbor, F la., it 
may be the moment when this 
phenomenon 
begins 
passing 
from the national picture. 
For there are those intimate 
with George Meany, who say 
that he now is beginning to make 
plans to relinquish the powerful 
presidency of the 
AFL-CIO. 
Whoever 
succeeds 
him will 
take over an executive suite 
across^ from the White H ouse-- 
a suite through which flows the 
vast industrial power of 13.5 
m illion united working people, 
the

Between “ M ister” Lew is and 
“ G eorge” Meany, there still is 
the bitterness of that day during 
the 1947 AFL Convention in San 
F ran cisco, when the mine chief 
called the delegates headless 
men having “ necks with hair 
grown 
over.”

The tragic biography that fol­ 
lows was contained in an article 
in the Saturday Review by Hal­ 
lowell Bowser. 
W illiam Jam es (Willie) Sidls 
was born in Boston in 1898, 
the son of a self-educated Rus­ 
sian im m igrant who by sheer 
brilliance had become an in­ 
stru c to r in the psychology de­ 
partm ent at H arvard. The elder 
Sidis had unique ideas about the 
m ental potentials of young chil­ 
dren. He thought the little ones 
w ere retarded by burbling baby 
talk. 
The father was determ ined that 
this should not happen to his 
W illie. So he gave the child his 
head, encouraging him to think 
and act like an adult. 


Quoting Bowser; ‘F or better or 
worse, 
th e 
results 
w e r e 
phenomenal. At the age of six 
months, Willie knew his ABCs 
cold. At two, he could speak 
well, and read books written 
for adults. Before reaching the 
age of three, he had worked out 
■ a formula for determ ining which * 
day of the week any given his­ 
torical date fell on. At four he 
was 
typing letters to adult 
friends in excellent 
English 
and French. 
*When Willie was eight he was 
graduated from Brookline high 
school, where he had spent 
much of his tim e helping teach­ 
e rs to grade math exam s. He 
had already passed MIT’s en­ 
trance exam s, but when he ap­ 
plied to Harvard, the entrance 
committee suggested he take a 
few years off to let his per­ 
sonality catch up with his in­ 
tellect. 
‘He entered Harvard in 1909, 
at eleven. Soon he was getting 
straight A’s and lecturing to the 
Harvard M athematical Society. 
‘But throughout his later years 
at Harvard Law School, Sidis 
was torm ented by his growing 
realization that the world out­ 
side 
the academ ic 
enclosure 
saw him as a faintly ludicrous, 
even grotesque, figure. 
•Rightly or wrongly, he con­ 
cluded that if he was to su r­ 
vive as a human being on good 
term s with his fellows, he must 
become 
an “ average" 
man. 
Having made this dram atic and 


tragic decision, he threw in­ 
tellectualism over completely 
on the day he graduated from law 
school. He then set out across 
country on a b izarre, pathetic 
odyssey.’ 
F or the re st of his life, the 
young man was what would to­ 
day be called a beatnik. He died 
in 1946 in a rented room near 
Boston. 
In concluding 
the sad story, 
Bowser reflects that we are to­ 
day more tolerant of genius. 
He doubts that in our tim e a new 
W illie Sidis would be hooted 
out of town o r off the cam pus.

Lincoln University, 
Mis­ 
so u ri's highest-scoring college 
basketball team , has been de­ 
clared ineligible for post-sea­ 
son play in the National Asso­ 
ciation 
of 
Intercollegiate 
A thletics NAIA. 
Dwight Reed, athletic director 
at Lincoln acknowledged Sun­ 
day night that the Tigers were 
ineligible for a play-off spot in 
the national tournament in Kan­ 
sas City. The Tigers competed 
in the tournam ent for the first 
tim e last season and were eli­ 
minated in the first round. With 
a 12-4 record and 98.6 offensive 
average they were considered a 
leading contender to be Missou­ 
r i's representative again. 
The basis for the ruling was 
the use of an ineligible player. 
However, Reed explained that a 
conflict of rules between the 
NAIA and Lincoln accounted for 
the ineligibility of the player 
who rem ained un-named. To be 
eligible for the NAIA, a player 
must pass 24 credit hours the 
previous two sem esters, while 
to be eligible to play at Lincoln, 
_a. player must maintain a C av- 
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erag e. The player in question 
had maintained a C average, 
but has passed only 22 hours 
the last two sem esters, Reed ex­ 
plained. 
"T here are good argum ents 
for both system s," Reed said. 
"M aybe we could have dropped 
the boy from the squad, but he 
w as eligible as far as our stand­ 
a rd s were concerned."

A fter five years of stimulating 
economic growth with T reasury 
deficits and tax cuts-—dubbed 
* “ the new econom ics"—the gov­ 
ernm ent now talks of restraint 
through larg er tax collections in 
the months ahead and sm aller 
deficits—-even hints at higher 
tax rates if needed and, as a 
last reso rt, a T reasury surplus 
to 
combat 
any 
inflationary 
buildup. 
The buildup in cost of the Viet 
Nam war accounts for much of 
the 
$6.4-billion 
increase in 
spending that President Johnson 
proposes for the next fiscal 
year. The war costs $4.7 billion 
in the fiscal year that will end 
June 30. Its cost, as near as can 
be predicted now, will be $10.5 
billion in the fiscal year starting 
July 1. 
But other changes in the econ­ 
omy in recent months are play­ 
ing a big part in the proposal to 
keep Treasury deficits down. 


The changing economy since 
last summer poses two prob­ 
lem s: 
Overheating from the 
faster than expected expansion 
and thus the fostering of specu­ 
lation; and the threat of rising 
prices and wages bringing on 
another bad spurt of inflation, 
a s in the 1950s. 


The President says of the role 
the government can play: “ The 
unprecedented and uninterrupt­ 
ed economic growth of the past 
five years has clearly demon­ 
strated the contribution that 
appropriate fiscal action can 
make to national prosperity."

AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP)—The Pres­ 
ident's new federal budget puts 
price tags on the quick revamp­ 
ing of economic planning in 
Washington. The Viet Nam war 
is billed as the immediate cause 
for the change in direction.

dering: What happened? 
After five years of stimulating 
economic growth with Treasury 
deficits and tax cuts—dubbed 
* "the new econom ics"—the gov­ 
ernment now talks of restraint 
through larger tax collections in 
the months ahead and smaller 
deficits—even hints at higher 
tax rates if needed and, as a 
last resort, a Treasury surplus 
to 
combat 
any 
Inflationary 
buildup. 
The buildup in cost of tile Viet 
Nam war accounts for much of 
the 
$6.4-bill ion 
increase in 
spending that President Johnson 
proposes for the next fiscal 
year. The war co sts$4.7 billion 
in the fiscal year that will end 
June 30. Its cost, as near as can 
be predicted now, will be $10.5 
billion in the fiscal year starting 
July I. 
But other changes in the econ­ 
omy in recent months are play­ 
ing a big part in the proposal to 
keep Treasury deficits down. 


The changing economy since 
last summer poses two prob­ 
lem s: 
Overheating from the 
faster than expected expansion 
and thus the fostering of specu­ 
lation; and the threat of rising 
prices and wages bringing on 
another bad spurt of inflation, 
as in the 1950s. 


The President says of the role 
the government can play: "The 
unprecedented and uninterrupt­ 
ed economic growth of the past 
five years has clearly demon­ 
strated the contribution that 
appropriate fiscal action can 
make to national prosperity." 
And so he offers his new 
budget as part of "a responsible 
fiscal program" that will take 
care of problems at home and 
abroad "in an environment of 
strong but noninflationary eco­ 
nomic growth.” 


The President counts on this 
growth to increase Treasury 
receipts. He also wants to col­ 
lect taxes faster from individ­ 
uals and corporations. Togeth­ 
e r, 
he estimates, 
bigger in­ 
comes 
and faster 
collection 
would raise receipts from $100 
billion in the waning fiscal year 
to $111 billion in the one start­ 
ing July I. Government spend­ 
ing would rise from the present 
$106.4 bUUon to $112.8 ballon 
under the new budget. 
The booming economy, aided 
by mUitary and consumer buy­ 
ing, 
helped raise corporate 
profits to $74.6 ballon before 
taxes in 1965 and personal in­ 
come to $531 bUlion. The Pres­ 
ident sees the boom carrying 
pretax corporate profits to $80 
billion this year and personal 
income to a record $567 bUlion.

Red China's professed fear of 
war with America is beginning 
to sound more genuine, as if 
reflecting fear that Peking will 
.provoke a UJS. attack — and 
perhaps a nuclear attack. 
All the evidence indicates Chi­ 
na 
expects 
that 
the United 
States sooner or later must get 
out of Viet Nam, and that in the 
long run the Communists will 
dominate all Indochina. It does 
not want to pay a heavy price, 
yet the Peking leadership seem s 
afraid the United States eventu­ 
ally will run out of patience. 
This apprehension may ac­ 
count for notes of anger and 
frustration In pronouncements 
from Peking which suggest the 
Chinese leadership feels iso­ 
lated and in danger. Indeed, 
there are hints that some ele­ 
ments of die Chinese armed 
forces sought a measure 
of 
insurance by’ means of an ap­ 
proach to Moscow toward rec- 
concitation, so that Moscow’s 
nuclear power might serve as 
a protection. 
lf there was such a move, it 
failed. The Chinese Communist 
party again has slammed the 
door, blowing the whistle on any 
among the Red army brass who 
might have been thinking that 
way. 
Peking has been laying strict 
attention to the debates going 
on in Washington between the 
“ hawks and doves.” It expects 
the “ hawks” to prevail and to 
see the w*ar in Viet Nam extend­ 
ed to Laos and perhaps all of 
Indochina. It seemingly would 
consider any U.S. movement in 
that direction to be an immedi­ 
ate threat to China’s own secu­ 
rity.
